He reiterates the Committee's finding 
that custom rather than bad weather 
is responsible for building trades work- 
ers In most American cities working 
less than threeTqunrters of the year.

United States at more than five 
billion dollars and the number of work-

Secretary Hoover outlined the dan- 


ger of seasonal Instability In building, 
stating that: "If building falls off, there 
is bound to be a.'slackening In many 
oth^r lines of Industry, resulting In un- 


I employment, 
decreased 
purchasing 


power of employees, and further de- 
pression." 


He cited the need of .organized com- 


munity effort by representatives of the 
constri/jtion industries, the professions 
'concerned and the public to find the 
facts as local handicaps, peoks and de- 
pressions of employment and kinds of 
construction needed for elimination of 
wasteful customs. He urged public 
works as especially- well adapted for 
scheduling with reference to seasonal 
as well as cyclical conditions, contend- 
ing that efforts to, encourage long- 
range planning of public works deserve 
support of the public, legislators and 
public officials.

Seventy-five thousand British subjects were '-'distressed" on 


July 10 when the new American immigration regulations be- 
came effective. Their sailing to the United States wes pre- 
vented, despite the fact that steerage arrangements had al- 
ready been made, because the British quota was exhausted. 


The new method of handling immigrants requires that any- 


one desiring to go to America for an indefinite stay must write 
to the nearest American consulate for an appointment to ap- 
pear for a visa. Those found eligible to sail are given these cer- 
tificates assuring them of admission to the United States with- 
out detention at HHs Island. Only enough visas to absorb the 
quota are granted. 


It is obvious-thai this system is better than the "hit or miss" 


system in vogue a short while ago, which caused interminabl 
difficulties to both American immigration officials and immi 
grants. The 75,000 British immigrants certainly suffered som 
distress when they found that they could not sail, but the dis- 
tress was nothing to what might have been 'experienced had 
they crossed the ocean only to find that their wav was barred 
to the promised land.

Mr. Keemle first consid- 
ered the plan 17 years ago when Chi- 
cago Was diverting about 3000 
feet 


from Lake Superior.

the expenditure of. about 
$5,000,000 


would divert enough water to com

now diverted from the Great Lakes by 
the Chicago drainage 
canal.
